Wind, Hail and Lightning Have a 
Carnival New to the 
Northwest. 



Wlvnipkq, Aug. 13.— (Special)— A very 
destructive storm, accompanied by wind, 
hail and lightning, passed over Western 
Manitoba last evening. At Rapid City 
the crops were badly damaged, the path 
of the storm being about one mile wide 
aud six to eight miles in length. Among 
those who suffered are George Grant, 
Peter McConnell, M. A. Sibbald, and J. 
S. McKay. Tlie amount of damage can- 
not bo estimated. 

Lightning struck the tower of the new 
courthouse in Winnipeg. A window 
was smashed in and (juito a quantity of 
stone work was cracked. For a time it 
wag thought the building was on tire. 
The uaiiingo was repaired to-day. 

At Douglass the storm assumed 
cyclonic proportions, liouses and barns 
being damaeed and hail threshing out 
manv wheat fields. The chief sufTerers 
are j. Nichol, R. Wray, ,J. B. Tack, Sr., 
and Wm. Black. 

Brandon reports that the hail swept 
the whole country from northeast of that 
city to Douglass, about six miles wide. 
It was tho worst storm every known in 
Brandon. The city hall roof was badly 
damaged and in other places brick chim- 
neys were blown down. The roofs of 
the Bell block, the Hamilton Provident 
ollice, and Johns & Co. 's warehouse were 
shifted. 



THE HARVEST PLENTIFUL 

And the Laborers Too Few by five Thou- 
sand to Handle the Wheat In 
Manitoba. 

ToRo.NTo, Aug. 13.— W. D. Scott, On- 
tario agent for the Manitaba governroent, 
yesterday received a telegram from the 
government, saying that 5,000 men are 
required immediately to help in harvest- 
ing the wheat crop. Last year only 2,350 
men were sent up, but in 1895, when a 
phenomenally large crop was harvested, 
7,000 were required.

The 
two men shook hands warmly and Dr.

The display is 
now on its way here.

French Trade. 
Paris, Aug. 13.— Official returns just 
published show the imports into France 
during the past seven month to be 
20,017,000 francs below those of 1890. 
On the other hand, the exports foot up 
to 177,637,000 francs more than during 
the same period in 1890. A decree has 
been gazetted temporarily admitting 
hard and soft wheat for milling pur- 
poses.

Hoodwinked the Abyssinians. 
Mak.seilles, Aug. 12. — Prince Henri 
looks none the worse for his journeyiogs 
into Abyssinia. He was received with 
great cordiality by Emperor Menelik, 
and he is pleased with the prospects of 
the French markets for European pro- 
ducts which the development of Abys- 
sinia .promises to create, and which 
he hopes France will be the first to pro- 
lit by. 

The Tardy Turks. 

Co.n'stantinople, Aug. 13. — Some of 
the ambassadors have not yet received 
replies from their governments in regard 
to the evacuation conipromiae proposed 
by the Turkish minister of foreign af- 
iiiirs, Tewfik Pasha, but it is believed 
that thecompromise Will be accpted, and 
the peace preliminaries may be signed 
to-morrowi 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Aug. 13.— The customs de- 
partment has decided to allow each 
miner bound for the Klondyke to take in 
free of duty 100 pounds of proviBiona, 
miners' blankets, the clothing in nfia 
and cooking ntensels. 

Mr. Sifton says there is no truth what- 
ever in the report that the government; 
have decided to abandon the proposal to 
collect a royalty of 10 and 20 per cent, oa 
the output of the Yukon placer mines. 

Inspector Strickland and l^ajor Walsli 
are here arranging with Gomptroller 
White for the transport of the remainder 
of the detachment of Mounted Police for 
Klondyke. 

Returns of live stock inspectors show 
that up to July 31, 22,300 sheep, 50,600 
cattle and 4,788 horses were shipped from 
Montreal to Europe, an increase of 3,000 
sheep and 11,000 cattle, and a decrease 
ot 1,000 horses, compared with last year. 

D. Spry, post office inspector at Lon- 
don, is dead. 

Gerald P. Brophy, C.E., of the public 
works department, left to-day for Mani- 
toba, the Northwest Territories and Brit- 
ish Columbia. He will stay over a day 
at Winnipeg, and will afterwatd go to 
Calgary, Macleod and Rossland.

HUNTINGr THE ANARCHISTS. 

Arrests at RTltan and Reported Discovery ot 
an International Flot. 

Lo.NDoN, Aug. Ki.— A dispatch from 
Milan says that three anarchists were 
arrested there this morning, and that 
the police have seized a number of 
documents, bombs and explosives. The 
documents captured by the police, it is 
further stated, include letters from 
Caesario Santos, the assassin ot Presi- 
dent Carnot, and Pietro Acciaite, who 
attempted to assassinate King Humbert 
in April last. Other arrests are expect- 
ed to follow. The Italian police claim to 
have conclusive evidence of the exist- 
ence of an international anarchist plot. 

Lo.snoN', Aug. 12. — The executive 
council of the .Social Democratic Feder- 
ation has passed a resolution that the 
death of Senor Canovas del Castillo, the 
Spanish premier, " at the hands of a 
self-sacrificing fanatic, was a righteous 
retribution for his cruel persecution and 
torture of Spaniards holding advanced 
opinions."

WHEN THE DON ARRIVES. 

The Carllsts Say That Only Foreign Inter- 
vention Will Keep Him Off 
the Throne. 

Lo.N-Do.v, Aug. 13.— The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette this afternoon, during the course of 
a long article upon the increasing activ- 
ity of the Carlists, says itis'not generally 
known that London is one of the strong- 
holds of the Carlists, thousands of active 
followers of the claimant to the Spanish 
throne being located in this city. 

The Pall Mall Gazette savs : "Their 
eaders seem to think the fall of Canovas 
brings their opportunity nearer. Dur- 
ing the past week they have held many 
meetings to discUBS the best means of 
HSHisting their colleagues in Spain, in 
tlic event of a rising occurring. Ttie 
Chevalier I.umbye, head of the Carliat 
Club, during an interview is quoted as 
saying : 'The Carlists are highly organ- 
ized throughout Spain. When Don Car- 
los next lands nothing but foreign inter- 
vention can prevent him from reaching 
the throne. There are 10,000 volunteers 
ill England ready to fight for him.' " 

SWAPPED UNIFORMS. 

The Czar and Emperor Give Each Other a 
Soft Talk, 

St, pETEKsmrBG, Aug, 13.— At the 
state banquet yesterday. Emperor Wil- 
liam wore the uniform of a Russian ad- 
miral and the Czar was dressed in a uni- 
form of an admiral in the German navy. 
Sixty German naval officers and ;10 oHi- 
(-•ers of the Russian navy were invited to 
the bani|uet. The C/ar, speaking in 
German, jiroposed the following toast: 

"I am highly jileased to see as my 
iiuests oditers of the German navy, to 
which I myself have the honor of be- 
longing, nnd 1 empty my glass to their 
health and to the prosperity of the fine 
and glorious fleet in which I now have 
the hsnor to be an admiral."

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Citizens of Victoria in Public Meet- 
ing Assembled Unanimously 
Condemn tlieir Provisions. 



The Dominion Government Asked to 
Suspend Tlieir Operation 
Until Next Spring. 



Hon. Mr. Siftou Telegrraphs That 
He Will Shortly Be on the 
Coast. 



The adjourned public meeting in con- 
nection with the Dominion regulations 
for the Yukon was held last evening at 

the city hall, His Worship the Mayor in 
the chair. In calling the meeting to or- 
der tlie chairman stated that the com- 
mittee which had been appointed at tlie 
meeting on Tuesday had prepared a sot 
of reaolationB, which would be offered to 
the meeting. Mr. Jno. B. Lovell was 
appointed secretary of the meeting. 

Mr. Chaa. H. Lugrin, one of the com- 
mittee, on taking the platform stated 
that o\vin<; to the absence of Dr. Milne 
from the city he had not been able to at- 
tend tlio cuinuiitleo meeting, nor had 
Mr. Itobertaon been able to be present. 
It liad been decided that this matter 
should be approached from a strictly 
non-partizan point of view. Aa 
these regulations had been framed 
by men who liad considerable ability 
there was consequently a certain 
amount of difficulty in framing reeoiu- 
liona that could state the actual facts 
without giving unintentional offence. 
If, as atated, Mr. Sifton was a man of 
some firmness, it would never dotooome 
before him by tellmg him that he didn't 
know what lie was talking about. The 
resolutions therefore liad been framed in 
an argumentative style and as n:ild a 
manner as poesible consistent with the 
facts. It waa quite possible that some 
improvements in the resolutions might 
be made by the meetiug. The commit- 
tee was not wedded to the phraseology 
of the resolutions. These were as fol- 
lows : 

Resolved : That in the opinion of this 
meeting the regulation cf May 21_, ISii?, 
for the control of gold mining in the 
Yukon district of the Northwest Terri- 
tories, which reserves to the government 
of Canada every alternate claim, is 
highly objectionable and ought to be 
annulled ; because 

lat. It will prevent miners from o])er- 
ftting together, as is the custom in placer 
raining, and from working their indi- 
vidual claims to the best advantage. 

2ad. It will lead to grave (|ueatioD8 as 
to priority of discovery out of which very 
troublesome and expensive disputes and, 
in remote localities, even bloodehed will 
undoubtedly arise. 

3rd. Tiieauthorily vested by the regu- 
lation in the Minister of the Interior to 
determine how the reserved claims shall 
be disposed of, renders uncurtain what 
in the interests of the miners ought to 
be fixed definitely, as it is likely to be of 
extreme importance to the owner of 
a claim to know upon what terms he 
can obtain the adjoining reserved claim. 

4th. The arbitrary power, vested in the 
Gold Commiaaioner to decide what con- 
stitutes a treapasa on a reserved claim 
and impose the penalty therefor, is liable 
to be greatly abused and is certain to 
work crave injustice in some cases, un- 
less a speedy method of appeal from such 
decision is provided for. 

5th. Any regulationB which, like this, 
are certain to create ureat friction be- 
tween the miners themselves aa well as 
between the miners and thegovernment 
ofUcials, are ill-advised, especially when 
they apply to a distant district like the 
Yukon, the policing of which will, un- 
der the most favorable circumstances 
and under the most popular regulations, 
be a matter of great difficulty. 

Further Keaolved, — That this meeting, 
while appreciating the deaire of the gov- 
ernment to make the Yukon gold fields 
revenue- producing, believes that the ex- 
actions proposed in the way of fees and 
royalty are excessive, grievously burden- 
some and calculated to defeat the objejt 
for which they are imposed. 

Further Resolved, — That this meeting 
recommends the Dominion government 
to suspend the operation of the regula- 
tions of May lil, J8'J7, aa to reserved 
claims and royally, until some of the 
ministers have liad an opportunity to 
visit the Coast and jiersonally aci|uaint 
themselves with the conditions existing 
in a mining couimiuiily, alter which the 
whole subject of fees, royalty, the tax- 
ation of mines and the rights of aliens 
can be dealt with in time to have them 
apply to the very great majority of those 
jiersoiid who have gone into the country 
diirii)(z the jjresent season. 

The lirHt reason i,'iven is that it will 
operate againnt niiners working together, 
for the ciiatoiiiai'V iiunibcr is, as a rule, 
four, and by tluil nieana a ^rcat Siivim; is 
made in lalioi-, etc. When a min(;r if 
workiiu; a t;liuin aliiiie, it isn of jirciit im- 
portance to liiiii to liL' able to make v.iri- 
oUH arraiiL'enienla willi theou iiers of the 
adjoining claims, k would be dillicult ■ 
to make those arrangements if the gov- i 
ernment owned the adjoining claim. ' 

The regulations will lead to great trou- 
ble in deciding aa to priority of discov- 
ery. We know that in quartz mining 
great queBtiona arise aa to who discovers 
a claim, and where such keenneaa is dia- 
jijayed as is at the ease at present on the 
Klondyke, great trouble is bound to 
arise. Kven when these diU'ereneed be- 
gin in ii way that is not intended to lead 
to trouble these things grow, and in 
many cases it will lead to Jflooil- 
' shed, unless the government is pre- 
pared to jiolico the' country as no 
country has ever been policed. And 
who is to decide as to priority of dis- 
covery? Then take the ))owor8 vested 
in the department at Ottawa. The dis- 
posal of the claim is under the minister 
of the interior, nnd there is no rule laid 
dow 1 aa to how ho shall act. It ia left 
entirely to his will to say as to how the 
reserved claims are to be disposed of. 
The temptation to political jobbery, 
where ench enormous powers were left 
in the hands of one minister, waa more 
than anyone was likely to withstand. It 
ia not open to a question that it ought 
to be known at -once on what terms a 
locator can take up a reserved claim. 
One rule for all ia the only proper rule, 
and the miners should know in advance 
> how they can treat for reserved claims. 
The gold commissioner baa the right to 



take away all right a miner ever had in which they are not guilty. It ia regret 
the Yukon for trespassing, and this, too, ' able that they did not take time to eou 



without any appeal. Before a mania 
deprived of his rights he is entitled to a 
trial and should have the right to ap- 
peal. It waa therefore apparent the 
miner ought to have some appeal against 
the decision before blasting his rights in 
the district for ever. A popular law, it 
is well known, ia more easily enforced 
than an unpopular law. Take the Scott 
Act aa a case in point, where, owing to 
the unpopularity of the measure, convic- 
tions were always rare. Thia shows the 
difliaulty there will be in enforcing so 
unpopular a law aa these rules. Wo 
have in the Yukon 191,000 square 
miles; an area bigger than California 
and three times as large as Washington, 
and 13,000 miles of navigable water. 
Thia will show the diflicullies there will 
be in enforcing a popular law, and how 
much more so would it be the case 
when the law is so unpopular and bound 
to create friction between the miners 
themselves? 

We do not say that the like of this 
has never been attempted in any other 
country, for unfortunately thia had 
actually been done. As much aa 25 per 
cent, royalty was collected in the Trans- 
vaal. But royalties aa a rule are not 
collected by civilized governments, and 
a telegram'from Ottawa atated that the 
government intended to force the collec- 
tion of royalties. We may make up our 
minds that royalties will be collected. 
This too waa the decision after Mr. Bod- 
well had liad an interview with Mr. 
Sifton, and evidently hia arguments 
had no ell'ect upon that hon. gentleman. 
These rules had been framed before 
the rush took place and at a time when 
the government could not possibly aji- 
preciate the facts aa thoy appear to-day. 
Any regulationa which aro framed 
now and put in force before the first of 
the year will be In time to govern the 
vast majority of miners going into the 
Klondyke and could work no hardships. 
As to aliens, the speaker said ho waa a 
Canadian, and that he ha<l lived long 
enough in the United States to know- 
that there are a vast number of Ameri- 
cans who are animated by a contempt 
for everything Canadian, so as to make 
it very uncomfortable for any Canadian 
living in their midst who had the man- 
linesa to speak for his country. There is 
in some parts of the United States anal- 
most inaune antipathy against the Do- 
minion, and the recent attacka upon 
Victoria merchants and Canadian law by 
the press of the Sound would fully bear 
thia out; "and for one," continued the 
speaker, " I am getting about tired of it. 
1 have lived in the United States and I 
have experienced the annoyance, and in 
spite of the years I lived there I had no 
right to even take a rod and catch a 
single trout in any of their streams— 
simply because I waa an alien. I believe 
in the acriptural injunction to turn the 
other cheek when smitten, but after that 
I believe in getting in good John L. Snl- 
livan blows, and I am going to do it, 
and it is about time we all 'did it I 
(Applause). There are many streams 
ill the Yukon that are undeveloped. 
Forty-mile creek and Sixty-mile creek, 
and there is little of doubt but v.-hat the 
Copper river heads up into a gold-pro- 
ducing country. The Seattle press are 
urging Americans to go in and develop 
these mines. Thoy can go in and dig 
all the Canadian gold they have a 
mind to, but if a Canadian puts his loot 
across the l-Ust parallel he will bo sent 
back to Canada as sure aa fate. There 
waa an old motto ' Britons hold your 
own ' and we have 141,000 siiuare miles 
of the beat gold producing minea in the 
world, and in retaliation I would advise 
Canadians to enact a law to close the 
placer mines of Canada to aliena of all 
kinds and descriptions. This would 
solve the trouble being caused by a sec- 
tion of the American press." 
Capt. Irving seconded the resolution. 
Mr. C. Watson in speaking to the 
resolution said that he had worked both 
in South Africa and also in California, 
and one reason why he had left the 
United States was that unless lie would 
become an American citizen he could 
not hold an inch of mining ground. 

Senator Mclnnes wiu delighted at the 
reason which had called this meeting. 
If it had not been for the marvellous dis- 
covery of gold on the Yukon they would 
have no necessity for this meeting. 
Thero was' nobody who knew anytliim: 
of mining but would say that the regula- 
tions were unreasonable. lie took a 
great interest in this matter and 
had tried to facilitate the entry 
of miners into the Yukon. We 
have succeeded in having cuatouiE 
officers placed on the ground and tlie 
Coast cities of the Dominion would now 
reap the beuelit. If wo were taken by 
surprise at the great discovery, how 
much more waa it the case at Ottawa. 
While those regulations were not all 
what they should be, he knew that they 
were an honest attempt to give this part 
of the Dominion its just dues in the mat- 
ter. The man who takes his life in his 
hand and goes into the Yukon should 
have a larger claim than falls to the 
shareofa miner in more favored climes. 
Aa to the royalty, while the government 
was put to the expense of organiziiiL', 
the country should be able to derive 
Home revenue in return. I'ul he felt that 
it will be iiiipo.saitil(i to carry (HU the 
idi'a of a royalty. Something in 
human nature makes it not Beein to 
be wrong to get alieail of the govern- 
ni(!iit. "I know that is the case wit b my 
self." (Laughter.) A small yearly rental 
should be collected from ISrilisli sul)- 
jects, while the alien should be taxed 
This amount sboubl bo collected 
in advance. There would be a trcmendoiiH 
stampede to the Yukon just as aooii 
as the next steamer arrived with 
bullion from the mines. We Briii.sh 
subjects ought to get the full benefit of 
these minea. The alien goes in luul 
worka two or three years, and goes out 
of the country. lOvery concession we 
make to foreigners only makes ua field 
in greater coiiKimpt by them. (Ap- 
jdaueo.) It ia lime all this was t:liangeil. 
"I don't thiiikthatthe government would 
suffer if the regulations aa framed are 
held over for say four or five moiilha, 
until the government can consult with 
practical men. I holiove the govern- 
ment are anxioua to do what is right for 
not only thia province but for the 
Dominion, This is a subject into whicli 
no politics can enter, and 1 depre- 
cate any attempt of that kind." Liber- 
als and Oonaervativea should join hands 
to devise ways and means by which we 
may benefit by those marvellous dis- 
coveries. If the government had taken 
the provincial laws aa their guide ihey 
would have done right. 

Thos. I'Jarle, M.l'., had gone through 
the resolutions very carefully, and thor- 
oughly agreed with them. Care iiad 
been taken not to go into extravagance 
in denouncing the regulations as framed 
or accuse the authors of things of 



suit parties on thia Coaat more familiar 
with mining than could be con- 
sulted in the Kast. It would be 
well to have the whole matter deferred 
for the present, and have the minister 
or one of his colleague^ come to the 
coast and diacuas the matter. 

J. Clearihue, who has had years of ex- 
perience in Cariboo, Omineca and Cas- 
siar, said he thought it next to impoaai- 
ble for a man to work a claim of lOO'feet 
unless ho had a neighbor with whom he 
could work in getting out lumber and in 
other ways. 

A proaiiective Klondyker in the 
audience said that he had paid a foreign 
miner's tax of ^l!0, and something of the 
aamo might be done iiore. 

John Grant could not agree with 
Senator Mclnnos when he paid ho did 
not blamo the Dominion government. 
He did blame them and could not see 
how any set of ordinary huainess men 
could have framed any such regulations. 
He had been a miner for the laattwenty- 
live years and had never heard 
of such a thing. The diaability 
under which the minora on the 
Yukon had to sufl'er made hia blood 
boil when be thought of the extraordin- 
ary regulations which the Dominion 
government had tried to saddle on them. 
The people of this province are nut made 
of the stuff he imagined if they aubmit 
to any such outrageous regulationa. 

W. A. Robertson said he waa not in 
favor of a royalty of any kind. We have 
all had our noses to the griiulstone for 
the last four years, and now wlien there 
ia a turn of afl'airs the people should 
have a chance. 

Mr. Clearihue proposed that the Dom- 
inion govorniiienl should bo asked to 
adopt the provincial mining laws in toto. 

C. Moody was the next speaker, hold- 
the plattorm until Capt. Irving handed 
him a chair. 

Gordon Hunter auggosted that a copy 
of tlie resolution be forwarded to each of 
the [irovinoial nierabera of the Ottawa 
house with the request that they for- 
ward the same with their eudorsement. 
This waa agreed to. 

Dr. Milne apologized for having been 
unable to attend the meeting of the 
committee. Hon. Mr. Sifton had ox 
pressed his intention of coming to the 
Coast, and he (Dr. Milne) had sent a 
telegram to come at once. In a few 
days, no doubt, we would have the 
minister of the interior with us to ills- 
cuas the matter. The reaolution was 
framed in a proper way, for the govern- 
ment waa prepared to diacuss the whole 
(|uoation. 

George Byrnes, as an old miner, 
wished to make an amendment to the 
reaolution, and that was that the mining 
laws of British Columbia, which had 
given satisfaction for the past 30 years, 
be adopted for the Yukon. 

The original resolution waa then put 
and carried unanimously. 

The meeting then adjourned with a 
vnto of thanks to the chairman.

(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, A.ug. 13.— This has been 
passed by the coancil of the hoard of 
trade : " That whereas the Canadian Pa- 
cific Navigation Co. has departed from 
its promiae to tlie puljlic that all their 
stearaura leaving Victoria for Dyua 
should call at VHiicouver to eiiibarlc i)U8 
eengers aud freight, and now advortiees 
the lelatuler to eail on tlio lothinst, , 
from Victoria direct; and, whereas such 
action ia highly prejudicial to the in- 
tereetB of nierclianta and businessmen of 
this city, and caknilated to divert trade 
■which would otlierwieo be done here in 
supplies and outlit for mioers ; therefore 
it ia desired to record this board of 
trade's strongest protest and condemna- 
tion of the breach of faith entiiiled in 
this charge referred to ; and desires that 
all posBibie presHure be brought to bear 
upon the Canadian Pacific Navigation 
Co. to adhere to tlie promise before men- 
tioned : Heeolved tliat a copy of tfiis 
resolution be sent to the management of 
the Canadian Pacific Xavi^alion Co.. 
aud to the local papers tor p« blicatiuij." 

Tlie special coiiiniittee on Transporta- 
tion to the ^■nko^ reported as follows: 
" Your coauuittee held a meeting on the 
Gth inst., and beij to report that they 
have communicated witli the Union Hsi. 
Co., Lt<i., of Vancouver, and Canadian 
Pacific N.iviptation Co. and the Northern 
Pacific SS. Co., of Seattle, with a view 
to oblaiuiug transportation facilities 
from these companies. Your committee 
have also corresponded with the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Co. with the same 
object, but owiiii; to the short time since 
they were apijointed they are unable as 
yet to pive any further particulars." 

The lollowing motion was also carried: 
" Wliereaa there is a considerable and 
rapidly increasing trade to the Yukon , 
and it ia desirable to allbrd facilities for 
commerce to reach it in order to eoiujiete 
BUcceaafuUy with foreign coiiiiietition ; 
therefore he it resolved, that tlie desira- 
bility of o|)ening up a route entirely 
through uiiilieiuiled Britiali territory be 
strongly urged upon both the Douiiiiion 
and Provincial guvernmeals ; and fur- 
ther, that tliey be asked to assist in the 
immediate construction of the same." 

C. T. Dunbar left yesterday for the 
Sound en route for Juneau. 

As the result of a clean up of 1,192 
tons of low grade cemented gravel of 
the Horsefly claim M}4 ounces of gold 
was realized after a ran of 426 hours. 

The Fire Mountain mine, Harrison 
Lake, sent to the Victoria Metallurgical 
Words to-day one and a half tonsof rock 
for reduction. Manager Anderson, who 
•camo down with tlie ore says the tunnel 
is now in sixty feet on the vein. 

Mr. J. R. Seymour has some rock tak- 
en from tlie claim adjoining the Oro 
Fino, at Fairview. Itsliowa a rather 
unusual condition of visible gold iu gal- 
ena. 

Vancouver merchantfi are securing a 
good share of Klondyke trade. Mr. 
Braid, of Braid & Co., says that Vancou- 
ver is now prosperous. Legitimate trade 
ia flourishing oiving to the all aroana 
activity in the mining world. The de- 
mand "from the nnmerone and ever in- 
creasing mining camps will not pinch 
out, but go on increasing. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Wkstminsteu, Aug. 13.— The 
Bockeye run ia petering out, but another 
big run is expected before the end of the 
season. 

Dr. W. A. DeWolf© Smith has left for 
a sis weeks' visit to the East, being one 
of the delegates from this province to the 
meeting in Montreal of the Uritish 
Medical Association, The Doctor will 
also take i)art in the Dominion Rille As- 
sociation matchea at Ottawa. 

Captain Cooper, of the Courser, re- 
ports that Harrison lake is in a very 
dirty condition, the reason for which 
canuot be accounted for. He states that 
he has visited this lake for several years 
past, at all seasons of the year, and has 
never known the water iu the lake to be 
in such a state as it is now in. It is 
suggested that this is caused by some 
volcanic action, but others hold that the 
damping of mine refuse has wrought the 
change. 

AIJiEKM. 

The Alberni Consolidated ia looking 
better than ever. One tunnel, now iu 
some fifty feet, has been running with a 
ledge (Simpson) fairly glittering ivith 
gold. The yelluw metal can be easily 
picked out with a [locket-knife, and must 
ran up into the thouHaruls to the ton. 
Another ledge running parallel tu this 
one, of nine inches in width and of the 
same character aa far as metal ia con- 
cerned baa been prosjiectcd by a tunnel 
35 feet in length. Some fifty tons are 
now lying ready for sliipnioat. Kvery- 
bodv in Alberni is ia high glee over the 
good prospects in this mine, which in 
every way is as good aa any claim in the 
Klondyke. The Missing Link, an ad- 
joining claim, and containing an exten- 
sion of the Alberni lead, is also in simi- 
lar ore. A ahipment of fifteen tons of 
rock will be made from this mine by the 
next VVest Coast steamer.

(iOO attended, ami the business men were 
eapecially in evidence, and strong 
speeches in opposition to the imposition 
of an expi>rt (hit v on ore at this time 
were made hy M'easrs. .1. B. Mc-irthur, 
Edward llew'itt, Alfred Woodhouae, Dr. 
Sinclair, and .""'ndth Curlie. Cajitain 
Hall, Buperintendeut of the Lo Uoi com- 
pany, explained how Northport liad 
come to be selected as the site far the 
smelter now being erected by his com- 
jiany, and whose construction led to the 
agitation in favor of an export duty, 
Tlie following reflolntionB, introduced by 
Mr. .1. B. McArthur, were unanimously 
adopted :

alone produced in tho Kossland camp, 
and wbi(!h agitation ia both unwise and 
iiiipolitic, and nut at all justified by the 
conditioaa which exist at the present 
time in this ilietriut. 

" That an export duty on ores would 
not oporat3 under present couditiona, 
and 80 long aa they continue, would be 
an opiirossive tax on the mine owners, 
and a continual menace to capital seek- 
ing investment, the purchase and devel- 
opment of our mines. The imposition 
of an export duty on our ores would not 
meet the mining conditions as they ex- 
ist in this camp, nor would it induce 
capital to make investments in smelters 
in this district so long aa the present 
railway facilities for transportation for 
ores aud phases remain unchanged. 

" Then what this camp needs now ia 
not an export duty on our ore, but a di- 
rectand independent railway connection 
to some point on the, Columbia River, 
where tlie best smelting facilities may he 
olitairied, and with this ohjei't in vimv, 
we beg to call tlie attention of the l-'ed- 
eral government to tlie fact that the CP. 
K., notwithstaiuliiig tlie eiioniious sub- 
sidies which it has received, and wdiieb 
the peojile of Canada liave lieavily taxed 
tliemselvea to pay, has failed in its ob- 
ligations to this campniid the country. 
Some of the large mine owners of tliia 
camp have ollered the C. P. K. a daily 
tonnage of 1,500 tons if it would build 
line from Rossland to the Columbia 
viver, where they would erect their 
own smoltera, and that offer remains 
unanswered, although made over six 
week a ago. 

' That, before any action in the way 
of placing an export duty on ore ia taken 
the Governor-Ueneral-in-Council aliould 
appoint a committee of niotallurgiata to 
visit the several sections of the country 
ia which are mining ores containing 
pyrite, iiickle, gold, copper, silver anil 
ead, to mingle with mine owners and 
get their oiiinion as to the beet interest 
of Canada and its great mineral re- 
sources, and if they liad that it ia to the 
beat interest of the Dominion to place 
an export duty on ore, that they will not 
single out one section and impose an ex- 
port duty, but make it universal by 
placing an export duty on all ore going 
into the United Stated; and further, 
that the chairman of this meeting Jap- 
point a committee of three to prepare a 
memorial to the Dominion government 
embodying these views and setting forth 
in detail the facta on which they are 
baaed." 

Tlie telephone line between liossland 
and Nelson is now constructed for a dis- 
tance of five niilea this aide of Xelaon.

AN AUTHORITATIVE DENIAL. 

Statements have repeatedly appeared 
in the provincial opposition press lately 
to the eiTect that the Hon. Mr. Turner is 

contennplating a reorganization o£ the 
ininiatry. We lui.\-e on several occasions 
denied this, but without effect. The 
object of these atatements is to create tfie 
impression that the government ie divid- 
ed against itself, and therefore 'Nveaken 
it in the constituencies. It is a time- 
worn trick in the older provinees and 
counts for little, but in British Colum- 
bia, where there are ao many men who 
are nevs' to politics, and especially Brit- 
ish Columbia politics, that a repeated 
allc;;ation ol this character, ualess form- 
ally denied, is apt to obtain more oi less 
credence. 

We therefore state, on the authority of 

the Premier, the Hon. .1. H. Turner, 
that he has not contemplated a reoruim- 
iz.ttion of the ministry, and is tiot now 
contemplating it; that the utmost har- 
mony and confidence prevails between 
tiie several members of the government, 
and that there is not, nor has there ever 
been, the alightest baais ot any kind 
whatever lor the statement referred to. 
"We hojie this authoritative announce- 
ment will settle the matter once and for 
all. The Coi.o.vist does not propose to 
refer to it again. 

THE PCIICIIASE OF YUKON OOLD, 

We are glad to see that the Dominion 
government contemplates purchasing 
gold from miners in the Ynkon, but do 
not think mucli of the eugpestion that 
they shall be paid at their discretion in 
United States paper money. Indeed we 
desire to enter llie most emphatic kind 
of protest against any such recognition 
of United States miners and United 
States cities as outlitting points. The 
Yukon gold fields are in Canada. Let 
them be dealt with as Canadian. The 
proper way in which to pay for auch Rold 
ia by drafts in Canadian cities. Do not 
let our own goviiniment discredit Cana- 
dian money liy using I'niled States 
money in Canada to buy Canadian gold 

The point is made that to attempt to 
purchase the gold and at the same time 
to collect a royalty ia abstird, becauee no 
m.in will sell bis gold if he knows a 
royiilty will be collected on it, 1,'Ut will 
prefer lo hinugj^le it out of the country. 
This would be true in case oi a very 
haiivy royalty, but not if the percentage 
esftcted was reasonable. Probably it 
will cost miners from l>a to 2 p6r cent, 
to get their gold out of the country, tin 
less they carry it on their persons. They 
would doubtleea willingly pay double the 
amount in royalty if they received in ex 
change for their gold drafts aa good as 
gold the world over. AVo believe the 
parchase of gold and a reasonable royalty 
WOttld work well together. 



A COOL PROPOSITION. 

The SaD Francisco Mining and Scien- 
tific FresB is a tolerably cool customer. 
Bealizing that in the development of the 
great Yukon gold fields the merchants 
of the Coast cities of the United States 
will have no share alter this autumn, 
the I'resB suggests tliat a iree mining 
/.one bIiuU be eatablislied i II iln'. Yukon 
into which qoods shall be admitted from 
both the United States and Canada duty 
free. Speaking in a general sort of way, 
about ten times as much of tlie aurifer- 
ous portion of the Yukon valley ia in 
Canada as ia in Alaska. We do not 
think this is at all an exaggerntion. 
Porty-Mile and Sixty-Mile creeks head 
in Alaska, and there are rich diggings 
V pon them. The Whole Of the Tanina, 
a very large tributary of the Yukon, ie 



in Alaska, and it may be found to be 
auriferous. Ihere may be west of the 
141st meridian auriferous streams which 
enter the Yukon from the north. Owing 
to tlie flatness of the country generally 
in Central Alaska, that is along the 
Yukon valley, the prospect of rich dig- 
gings being found over a very large area 
is not good; but we think that undoubt- 
edly there ia some exceedingly 
rich ground there. On the other 
hand the Yukon east of the 14lBt 
meridian baa very many tributaries, 
some of them large and all more or leas 
gold-bearing. There is indeed reason to 
espect that over the whole region be- 
tween the meridian in question and the 
Mackenzie valley, and as far north as the 
Arctic circle, gold either in placers or in 
quartz may be found in great quantities. 
To suggest that Canada should make this 
region of nearly a quarter of a million 
square miles free to goods from the Uni- 
ted States in exchange for similar privi- 
leges to Canadian goods in an area that 
does not probably exceed 20,000 eciuare 
miles, seems like a very absurd thing. 

The Press gives as one reason for such 
an arrangement that Canada cannot get 
into her territories without crossing 
United States terrltoi^, and vice versa. 
On this point the Press is about as far 
wrong as it can very well be, Canada 
need not be at all indebted to the United 
States for aright of way into the Yukon, 
aa we have shown over and over ai:ain, 
and while at present the United States 
must look to Canada for a right of way 
into the Yukon lor the greater part of 
the year, it ia by no means uncertain 
that a fairly good way may not be found 
aa tar as the headwaters of the Tanina, 
by going up the valley of the Copper 
river, which ia wholly in Alaska 
Such generosity as the Press exhibits in 
this matter is truly refreshing. 



A FEW WORDS TO 

MR. TEMPLEilAN. 

Mr. W^illiam Templeman clalma to be a 
public man. He has such right to the 
distinction as is conferred by the fact 
that on several occasions he has placed 
his services at the disposal ot the public 
in a representative capacity, and been 
invariably rejected. He also controls a 
uewapa|)er. The latter fact would not of 
itself be any warrant for personal refer 
erences to iiim, but he has not only 
posed as a political leader but is to-day 
very induatriously boomed by his 
friends for the olliee of Uieiitenant-Gov- 
einor of this province. For this reason 
it is impossible to dissociate Mr. Tern 
pieman the newspaper manager, from 
Mr. Templeman the candidate for the 
gubernatorial ofiBce, more especially as 
it ia not because of his frequent defeats 
at the polls, but ot his work done through 
his paper that the claim for political pre 
ferment is made on his behalf. We have 
nothing to say apaioat Mr. Terapleman's 
tleairo to fill the Governor's ctiair. It is 
a i)erfectly legitimate ambition. We have 
no right to say bow the federal govern 
ment shall decide between the respective 
claimants for the position. That ia a 
question of internal party arrangement, 
concerning which the CoLONi.sr will 
not and has no desire to be consulted 
We are concerned, however, to see tbat 
whoever gets the appointment, he shall 
not be a person, who ia laboring in sea 
son and out of season to unlit bimsclf 
for the position to which he aspires. We 
may add that it ia with great regret that 
we feel called upon to say this. Few 
enoutih of the honora of public life go to 
newspaper men, the reason very often 
being of the same character as that 
which ia rendering Mr. Templeman an 
improper man for the office in question, 
namely, bitter personal partizansliip and 
gross, vulgar and libellous attacks upon 
tboee with whom they may be called 
u|)on to associate in the oflicial position 
to which otherwise they inigbt bo a])- 
i)ointed. 

It ia a peculiar thingabout aome news- 
paper men that they either make them- 
selves or permit their party managers to 
make them channels through which all 
manner of abuse may be vomited upon 
their political rivalH. There is no more 
reason wliy '"i iiewHjiajjcr nr its manager 
should become obnoxious to those on the 
other side of politics, than there is why 
political leaders should, and although 
we all, perhaps, can recall instances 
where political difFerences have led to 
Ijilter personal hostilities, to the honor 
ofUriiiali politica gunerally it may be 
saiil tliat while men liave diflered on 
public (juestionB it is rare that their dif- 
ferences lead to personal abuse. Brit- 
ish public men have, as a rule, not for- 
gotten how to be opponents and remain 
gentlemen. 

If Mr. Temi)lenian'8 ambition ia grati- 
fied he will in a few months be lieutenant- 
governor, and as such he will be brought 
into contact with Hon. IMr, Turner and 
hia asaociates. These gentlemen will 
certainly for a year to come, and beyond 
any reasonable question during the 
whole of his term of office, occupy the 
position towards him of advisers. There 
will bo more or less intercourse between 
tliem and liirn. It will be essential that 
there should be more or less political 
conlidenco between them. That they 
arc on opposite sides of politics cuts very 
little figure. The historyof all the prov ■ 
inces shows that mere political differ- 
ences do not prevent lieutonant-gov- 
ernora from dealing fairly by their 
adviaera. But the instance has yet lo 
occur where the commission of lieu- 
tenant-governor has been given to a man 
who took every public occasion at his 
command to vilify the men who were to ' 



be his advisers, to treat them witli 

studied contempt, to impugn their per- 
sonal honesty and their integrity in 
office. W'e say that no instance of this 
kind bas ever occurred, and we do not 
regard with equanimity the prospect of 
the experiment being tried at the ex- 
pense of British Columbia. 

One would have supposed that when 
Mr. Templeman's candidacy for the gub- 
ernatorial oflico was made known his 
newspaper would have ceased to make 
itself a vehicle for the gross personal 
abuse of the gentlemen who form the 
provincial ministry. One would have 
supposed tbat he would have developed 
a spirit in keeping with his ambition. 
He seems on the contrary to have aa- 
aumed that the way to show himeelf fit 
for the non-parti/.an oflico of lieutenant- 
governor was to prove liimaelf to bo the 
most ultra of partizans, and that the way 
to convince the Dominion ministry that 
he ia a i)roper person to be brought into 
intimate association with gentlemen of 
repute was to display the qualities of the 
loafer and acandal-monger. We believe 
that Mr. Templeinan will fintl that he 
has misunderstood the character of the 
ministers at Ottawa. There are in the 
cabinet three ex-provincial premiers. 
Tiiey were never subjected to having the 
lieutenant-governorship of their respec- 
tive provinces filled by men who had 
charged them with the grosseal perBonal 
incapacity and the most shameless niis- 
couduct in otlice. They never knew what 
it was to be called upon to ad viae a lieu- 
tenant-governor, who bad exhausted his 
ingenuity in discovering how to 
charge them with crimes and niis- 
deineanors, and at the same time avoid 
])roaecution for libel. We cannot think 
that Mr. Templeman is commending 
himself to these gentlemen, by the man 
ner in wbich he is conducting himself 
in provincial politica. He has certainly 
chosen a strange way to show himself 
qualified for the head of the provincial 
government. 

We make these observations because 
be think they ought to bo made, and be 
cause we think the amenitiea of civi 
lized life, the ordinary courtesies wbicli 
one man extends towards another, ought 
not to be forgotten in public life, and 
because we believe a flagrant and per 
aistent disregard of them ia and ought to 
be considered a disqualification for an 
oflico of honor and dignity, and one call- 
ing for the exercise of impartiality and 
at least common decency. Mr. Temple 
man's treatment of the provincial min 
istera personally, that is through bis 
paper, has been grossly indecent.

The merchants of Victoria are begin- 
ning to pride themselves upon the suc- 
cess which has so far attended their 

ellbrta to get the trade with the Yukon 

mines into its legitimate channel, and 
while they quite appreciate the neces- 
sitj' which leads a portion of the Seattle 
preaa to make use of downright lying in 
their ellorta to hurt Victoria's trade, they 
can only smiie when they read the dia- 
tribea directed at the innocent heada of 
Britiah Columbia merchanta. 

"It is quite evident that our commer- 
cial agent is getting to their collar," was 
liie remark of one citizen when tlie edi- 
torial in a recent issue of the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer headed "Touting for 
Trade" was shown to him yesterday. 

"The one thing which has given Seat- 
tle a share of the Klondyke trade, to 
which it never had any right, ia the fact 
that until within a year past tho mining 
in the north was actually done on Ameri- 
can soil," was Mr. D. R. Ker's comment 
oil the editorial referred to. "When only 
mines on American soil were being 
worked," ho continued, "\ve here in Vic- 
toria knew perfectly well that poor 
aliens stood but tlie ghost of a show to 
do business with the miners, but when 
the only rich mines in the north were 
discovered on Canadian soil we natur- 
ally lookeil upon the trade as ours. It 
is ours, and we intend to keep it, too! 
And moreover, 'the sole weapon in our 
armory,' to (juote the Post-Iulelligencer, 
is not the duty. We expect to do Imai- 
nesa with the mines on a business 
basis, and our merchants, irrespec- 
tive of the protection afforded by the 
customs tarin actually sell their goods 
cheaper than the same class of wares 
can be bought in Seattle. It is all non- 
seiiae to talk of coming to Victoria to 
buy American goods. 

" Take the item of flour for instance, 
even our American cousins will admit 
that the Manitoba product ia the etiual 
of any flour made anywhere, and while 
the; ilungariau flour, made from the 
fine, hard wlieat of the prairies, costs a 
little more than that made from the soft 
Oregon cereal, a barrel of the former 
will make from 40 to 50 pounds more 
bread than the latter — weight for weight. 
Hence it is easily seen that tho Canadian 
article ia in the long rim the more 
economical. 

" I'ean.a are grown by the ton in Brit- 
iah C'olunihia, and are eijual to the im- 
ported, ol whicli latter of course there 
arc plenty to he had. The Seattle mer- 
chants modestly lay claim to ten years' 
exjuMienco in outfitting fOr the mines, 
while there are many busineea men in 
Victoria to-day who have not only 
ehoiildered their packs in times gone 
by, but have ever since 18.58 been out- 
lilting other miners more or less every 
year. Look at the milliona of gold taken 
out of Cariboo through the outfitting of 
Victorians, ami tho same with < iniineca 
and Caasiar. And it should ho reiiicm- 
bered that the coiiditiona of mining in 
the latter district are to all intents and 
piirpoaes identical with thoao in the 
Klondyke. 

" Wliy, aa far as experience goes, 
Seattle simply isn't in it. It is quite 
evident when a paper of the supposed 
standing of the Post-Intelligencer begins 
to wdiine about our commercial agent, 
that be is doing his duty, and our just 
claims are beginning to be recogni/.ed," 
Canadian shovels, picks and axes can 
be bought ill Victoria at prices even 
lower than similar uooda can be bought 
ill Seattle. Besides this, from actual 
exi)erience American manufactures of 
this kind are (juoted (duty paid) at 
figures as close as can be obtained on

Columbia hardware firm of K. G. Prior 

it Co. are quite capable of demonstrating 
to anyone interested. 

Mr. James Angus, of the B. C. Sugar 
Pefinery, says that in this particular 
article the Seattle price is a long way 
ahead of the Victoria quotations — not 
taking into account the diity of one cent 
per pound. In Seattle the present price 
of Eugar is o'.jc, while here 5c. per 
pound is the current rate. And with 
respect to flour, it ia a well-known fact 
that Hungarian flour contains much 
more nutriment than any other, and it 
has been calculated that this diU'erence 
ia at least 20 per cent, in favor of the 
flour ground from hard wheat, so that 
the difference of 80c. a sack is much 
more than made up by the saving in the 
other particular. 
Mr. M. Lenz, of Lenz & Leiser, 
uinmed the whole thing up in a single 
entenCB when shown the article referred 
to, particularly the portion as to blan- 
kets. 

"These goods are sold hero a third 
less than they are in Seattle, irrespect- 
ive of duty. Why, Bucli a thing as an 
American blanket is not known in ^'ic- 
toria, and in woollens we can simply 
knock the spots of! the Sound city; and 
it is only reuaouablo for ua to sell Can- 
adian woollens, as wool is imported 
free of duty into this country, while the 
Seattle firms sell manufactures of wool 
that are protected in the raw state by a 
duty of about 70 per cent. It stands to 
reason, therefore, that all Canadian 
.woollens of the same quality are a long 
way cheaper than the American article. 
Mackinaw, for instance, which is so 
much spoken of in connection with the 
minea, ia almost exclusively made in 
Canada and couldn't be imported from 
the United States. As to the rubberand 
leather boots, the same ia true, too — the 
Canadian article is cheaper." 

Mr. John Piercy said that the trade 
in Victoria in woulhrns was exclusively 
in Fnglieli and Camulian iiianufactnros. 
In the case (jf twceils, lor instance, tho 
Canadian protection was from 25 per 
cent, to H5 ;>er cent., while the Ameri- 
cana tiixi'ci their iiiiporta in thia line at 
the rate ili) per cent, to 70 per cent., and 
it waa absurd to think that in any jiar- 
ticular case woollen goods could be pur- 
chased, even nearly, aa cheap in Seattle 
as in Victoria, leaving out the question 
of duty altogether. 

Simon Leiser & Co. had yet to find a 
aingle case in which Victoria prices 
would not compare with those of Seattle, 
and the i)roof of this was the fact that 
many of the largest buyers among the 
American companies doing business on 
the 'I'ukon coiiie to Victoria with their 
orders — ttiouaaniis of dollars' worth every 
year. 

The Hudson Bay Company who par 
excellence are the outfitters of the cilvil- 
ized world, and whose immense stores 
are found everywhere throughout the 
Dominion can with reason claim to be 
the pioneers in this line of bueinesa. 

"Talk about ten years' experience in 
outfitting 1 why, since 1849 we have 
practically been doing this every year 
ui) to the present time. In fact, you 
can say ever since 1670, when the com- 
pany waa founded. And aa to outfitting 
for the Yukon, why this company has 
been doing that for the last twenty 
years, while, as the world knows, our 
experience in trading in Arctic climes is 
as old as tho century. 

" With reference to that portion of the 
leader in tho jiaiier named which states, 
' the man who goes to a Britiah Colum- 
bia city to be oullittcd will buy tliere 
American flour, bean.s and bacon ; Am- 
erican tools, American blankets and 
American rubber boots and leather 
shoes,' why this is simply all rot. Our 
company have their own flour mills, 
heauB are grown by the carload in the 
Bonaparte valley, and bacon is cured 
right here in town, while American blan- 
kets are never heard of in onr trade. 
We can beat tho Seattle prices all to 
pieces. Sugar which they ([uote at 5JJ 
we can sell for .')c., and canned soups at 
$1.50 per dozen packages iusteadof $1.75, 
with many other similar dill'erouces in 
favor of Victoria." 

Wilson Bros, said it waa foolishness to 
talk of a few hundred outfits running 
any merchant short. " Wiiy," remarked

Mr. Wollaston, tho manager of the lirm, 
" each miner at most takes one ton and 
this includes clothing, hardware, pro- 
visions and everything in his kit, and 
any one house in Victoria (-ould outfit 
many miuera in a day and hardly notice 
reduction in stock. I believe a thous- 
and miners could outfit iu \'ictoria to- 
morrow and there would ho jilenty of 
goods left for the next day. Victoria 
merchants would be glad to fill every 
order for a Yukon outfit that will go into 
the new mines at the prices Seattle mer- 
chants are getting ; and at prices 
here at present it means a big 
saving to the miners. To one 
l)arty who called for ])rices we 
made a saving of nearly if'M on an order 
for $lr!5; he having unknown to us ob- 
tained Seattla prices for the same goods 
which came to .t 11)3. I saw an invoice 
to-day from a Seattle firm, in which fluid 
extract of beef waa charged at f8.50 per 
dozen, while local hotisea supply the 
identical article for .t i.50. Tho fact is 
that largo quantities of thia particular 
brand, which is of Canadian make, are 
shipped to Seattle from Victoria by the 
local agents. The Seattle papers may 
fool a few tenderfeet, but that will not 
alter facta. Only to-day we received a 
telegraphic order for nine tons of grocer- 
ies for a party of several Easterners, who 
will arrive shortly en route for the new 
mines. C')I. Word and Murphy Davis, 
both leading people of Helena, Mont,, 
have outfitted here, and that, too, with 
such satisfaction to themselves that they 
intend advising both the press of that 
city as well as their friends that Vic- 
toria is the proper place to corue to out- 
fit for the Klondvke." 

Mr. J. H. Todd, of J. H, Todd & Sons, 
while admitting that there are many ar- 
ticles in the line of providiona sold to 
outfitters here bought originally from 
the other side of the line, points out one 
fact which must not be overlooked. 
Thia is, that admitting the goods to be of 
American origin, they do not pay as 
much duty upon wliolesalo invoice as 
they necesaarily must if purchased by 
retail on the other side of the line and 
thus taken into Canada by consumers. 
Of course the American goods constitute 
but a part of the intending miner's out- 
fit, but even this part can be purchased 
more profitably here than on the other 
side of the line. 

Messrs. K, B. Marvin & Company are 
iiuite sure thatnoneof the articles which 
they supply for the northern trade are of 
American origin, ami do no know of 
anything save hacoti and canned loiigue 
which comes into the Britiah Columbia 
wholesale houses from the United States. 
And then miners as a rule use only an 
insignilicant quantity of canned tongue. 

Messrs. Thomas Brothers it tirant 
laugh at the suggestion of clothing for 
the treasure seekers being imported from 
Seattle, at the same time pointing out 
that the Mackinaw suit — the great stand- 
by of the northern hack woodsman — ia 
selling here for ifS, and in jireciaely the 
aame i|uality in Seattle for $IL. The 
reason i-i that all wodIIi'uh used in outfits 
hereai. .iiherof JOngliBh or Canadian 
liruduciuiii, and the duty is largely in 
favor of 111.- Canadian manufacturer as 
against the A ■lerican. There is not an 
item ill the uii littini; lino that comes to 
this lirm from the other side of the line, 
and, aa Mr. rant ex presses it, "all the 
talk of tho P. -I. to the contrary ia 
nothing hut double blanked rot." 

It ia unfortunate for ■ Victoria that 
the telegraphic connnHnication with the 
outside world is so liable to unto\vard in- 
terruptions. In connection with the 
Seattle outfitting of Yukon miners, one 
firm yesterday made the complaint that 
through the delay of a telegram four out 
of a party of ten were misled into buying 
across the Sound. The telegram was 
filed in Victoria at 9 a.m., but did not 
reach its address in Seattle until the fol- 
lowing day. But in spito of these little 
annoyances Victoria is day by day gain- 
ing a larger share of the Yukon trade.

From the Sontb, His Mission 
Satisfactorily Accomplislied. 



Upwards of one thousand little iinmi 
snntB whose presence has long been 
looked forvrard to by residents of British 

Columbia, arrived in Victoria by tlielnat 
direct steamer from Saa Francisco, and 
by thia time are busy making themselves 
conafortable in tlieir new homes through 
oat the proviaco. 

Leat a storm of protest should arise 
iiom the various trades unions it may 
be Stated that the artisans of this couu 
try need fear no competition from the 
inflaz of foreign laborers, all of whom 
yii\l find plenty to do in aasiating British 
Columbia orchardista in their work. 
And for fear that the steamer authori 
ties might be held blameable for over- 
crowding the Umatilla, it may be fur 
ther noted in piisaini; that, the ne\v ar^ 
rivals are not dissutialieii Ciilifoniiaus 
-vvlio mi<:lit bo votera at the coniiuK of 
the next election. 

Tlin-riu iiufriiginntB are only a colony of 
bri{;lit-win(;(;d little inaocts rejoicing in 
the poBseaaiou of such ariatocnuii; names 
as Vidalia CardinaliB, Peiitilia Misella 
and Scymnus Marcinicollis, or in the 
familiar far-weat nick names of Call- 
foinica. Twice-stabbed ladybird, tlie 
eyed ladybird or I'ilate's ladybird. For 
«U belong to tho pretty family to whom 
yooth in tlie t'ulden auuimer time haa 
i07 scores of yuars addressed the poetical 
command, made into a jingle by some 
friend of the children whose name even 
they do not know : 

l,!uiybinl, l.adybini, ;i\vny lioiue, 
"Vour liouse is on lire, and your children 
alone. 

How many of us can remember, when 
we were wearing knickerbockers— be- 
canee we had to, not becaaso they were 
the fashion — or when our golden hair 
-wag hanging down our backs, giving the 
captured ladybird this important item 
of domestic news and incidental advice. 
Of course it was acted upon at once, for 
the ladybird ia above all things domes- 
tic, and upon the authority of most 
learned scientiata ia deacribed as having 
no bad habits, and in her own small way 
a model of industry and virtue. 

ft was on account of lier poaaeasing so 
favorable a rooomtnendatioa from the 
savants that the authorities decided not 
long ago to persuade her it possible to 
take up her residence here. Mr, K. i\I. 
Palmer, tho provincial inspector of fruit 
pests, wa^ delegated to jro to Caliiornia 
with the invitation, and he has just re- 
turned home with the news of its ac- 
ceptance. 

One great tronble whfch British Co- 
Tiimbia orchardists have been forced to 
contend with has been the increase in 
the number of fruit pests through the 
iuiportatiou of destructive insects with- 
out the introduction of their natural 
enemies. Theae latter predacious insects 
are nature's own aervanta for tlio saving 
of good fruit, and if they can be induced 
to propai:ate in this country as they 
have in California and in Oregon there 
is certain to bo marked improvement in 
the standard of fruit quality, while 
erowere will be saved a considerable 
item of labor and expense in the matter 
of spraying. 

Mr. Palmer, after visiting Oregon and 
Washington, had ten clear days in Cali- 
fornia to devote to the study of the pre- 
daciouB insects there regarded as the 
orcbardist's best friends. He had gone 
down with the special intentionof intro- 
ducing; into this province such species of 
insect a as feed upon the scale and the 
objectionable aplne. In this mission he 
■waa most aucceBsful, and ho also had 
opportunity of reading a chapter in the 
history of California fruit growing that 
contains much encouragement for British 
Columbia orchardists. 

lu California the results attained from 
the introduction of jjredacious insects 
liave been truly wonderful. Three or 
fonr years niio the orange industry of the 
btiite was threatened with extintiou 
through the depredations of thecottony- 
eushioned scale. This pest was known 
to have come from Australia, and so an 
expert was sent there to learn how it had 
l>een brought into subjection at the an- 
tipodes, lie discovered that to counter- 
act the cottony-uusbioned scale the Ana- 
tralians liiul the vidalia cardinalis huly- 
))ini, api'ciiiiLMiH of wliicli he lirought 
back with him for dint ribution throu>;h- 
oiil the state. a rcKult tin; tcale was 
broujilil under loiiiplcU" control within 
Iwi) veara, altlioiii;li ita ravau'ca hail ('x- 
leiuit'il far back into tliu wuod'.', and it 
jio loiit;t'r vrivcH the (Jali fornia fruitgrow- 
ers caiipc for oven iniaaiii;; alarm, 

To come to BritishCohimbia'a especi;il 
needs — something was wanted to feed 
upon the comnion green, or wooly aphis, 
tho oyster shell acale and the various 
other forms of aphides common all along 
the Coast. It was ascertained that Gal- 
ifnrnia possessed several native ladybirds 
r;ii)ai)le of holding these peats in ;;heck, 
Ihe Calilornica, twice-stabber, ttie eyed 
and the Filate's, a little grey ladybird 
bosidea eonie other smaller species, in 
chiding the (liniinutivo Australian .Scy- 
umns MarqainicoUig. A collection of 
these was made by Mr. Palmer, and 
>inc:e his arrival home a portion have 
!H;en liberated in Ihe old Douglas orch 
.ird here, while the remainder have been 
jorwardfid to M r. CiHuiinc;ham for re 
lease on tho Mainland. 

Arrangements have also been made 
for the sending here of other colonies at 
the different months most favorable for 
their introduction, and these, too, will 
he distributed throughout the province 
where they can best become acclimati^ied 
And where tlioir services are most ur- 
);(inlly required. 

One of the valuable insecta just im- 
ported was found not in California but 
in Oregon. It ia named the Pentilia 
Misella and haa lonubeen known to feed 
upon tlie j-^an doao acalo, although it was 
reserved to !i\lr, Palmer to discover that 
it also inchuhsa th() oyster shell scale 
U])Oii ita hiU-of-fare. Its usefulness to 
tlie fruitgrower ia thereby greatly in- 
cre.ised, and iniicli good ia anticipated 
Iroui its introduction, 

While in the South Mr. Palmer made 
many inquiries as to the fruit culture 
and conditioas. Tho general fruit crop 
. L]* (7ood he reports, although throughoiir, 
i^Uiegun u large percentage of the ':appka 



have been infected with the codlin moth. 
Plums and prunes are an especially 
heavy yield all along the Coast, Santa 
Clara alone promising a jiroduction of 
50,000,000 pounds. Naturally with the 
abundant supply prices are ruling very 
low for all fruits with the exceution of 
oranges. The deciduouscropaare particu- 
larly cheap, this empliasizing atrain the 
necessity for co-operation amongthe Brit- 
ish Columbia fruitgrowers, in order that 
fair returns may bo had for our own 
people. The home market in ttiu South 
is at present completely ghitted with 
fruit— so much so that blackberries were 
recently on sale in Portland at 50 cents 
for tho -hi lb. crate— and naturally if 
liritish Columbia growers do not stand 
together their market may be swamped 
by the importation of this soathera sur- 
ptus.

Mr. Williani IJalby's Testimony as 
to Capt. CoUister's Ollicial 
Actions. 



Freighting Steamer Osciir Back 
From tho Hortb— The 
Topeka Sails. 



The inquiry into the official conduct of 
Cuptain K. Collister, inspector of linlls, 
ia proceeding slowly before (Japtaiu 
Gaudin, the resident agent of marine. 
Yesterday eeveial iiours ^vero given up 
to the taliing of testimony, which work 
will be continued aa soon as witnesBos 
who are now over the Sound reach Vic- 
toria. Tlio first witness of yesterday 
was Mr. "\V. Dal by, of Dalby it Claxton, 
who devoted himself more particularly 
to Captain CoUister's conduct with re- 
spect to the Hteamer Cariboo and Fly, 
Tliia craft, Mr. IJalby stated, had been 
purchaeed by his firm for use 
in connection with their cannery 
at Skeena river, and was brought to 
Victoria to be made lit for service. 
Soon after her arrival hero, Captain 
Collister was Bent for and requested to 
thoroughly examine the ship and in- 
form the owners as to what alterations 
or renewal elie would re(|Uire to be ser- 
vicable and pass for a license. The ex- 
amination waa made by the inspector, 
wlio congratulated the owners upon the 
condition o{ their purchase, and point- 
ing some trifling defects said that when 
they were remedied the required license 
would at once be isaned. He then in- 
quired who waa superintending tlie re- 
pairs, and on being informed that this 
work waa in Mr. .Stephens' liands, at 
once became antagonistic. He first of 
fill exproased liis poor opinion of 
JXi'. Stephens, and emphatically pro- 
tested tbau '10 would have nothing to do 
with the Bteauier if Stephens were 
employed in the wori.- 0^ refitting 
of the Fly for aervice bei:>K completed 
the inspector was aaked for the promised 
license and refuaed "point blank' to 
issue it, supporting; his refneal by no 
reasons. Tho matter was then referred 
to Ottawa and instructions were received 
to have three competent surveyors ex- 
amine the steamer — Captains I^evereu^, 
Lewis and Oiarko being subsequeiiti) 
selected for the task. Tho decision was 
that the veeeel waa in good condition, 
wliile she should not be recommended to 
cross tlie rough strip of water lyinf; be- 
tween the northern end of Vancouverand 
the Queen Charlotte islands. Application 
waa then made to Inspector Collisterfora 
license to ply between Victoria and 
Alert Bay. Tbia was as promptly re- 
fuaed as the previous application, as 
also application for a freiuhting license 
only — this last application being dis- 
posed of with the remark by the in- 
B[)ector that he " would be u — d — if he 
would give the d — tub a liceiieo at all." 
The boat was then passed by Cajitain 
Mellon, agent for the Bureau Veritas, 
for American registry, claesed Al '.j, and 
jiroiiiiaed insurance, which, however, 
in consequence of Inspector CoUister's 
opposition, waa never secured. Finally 
tbe witness (Mr. Dalby) and his 
associates were compelleti to sell the 
Eteatner at a loss, and the new owners 
iiuniedialely procured a liceuso without 
(iilliculty. Mr. Dalby gave it aa his 
lirm opinion that liad he, by Captain 
CoUister's advice, replaced Stephens in 
tho superintendence of tlie repairs, no 
difficulty would have been experienced 
in the aecaring of the license. Yester- 
day afternoon D. Cartmel was on the 
stand for a conaiderable time, his evi- 
dence being in support of tlie proposi- 
tion that Captain Collister should not 
occupy the position of government in- 
spector of hulls and surveyor for 
insurance companies at one and 
the same time. He had also 
aoinothiug to say as to Captain 
CoUister's competency. On the conclu- 
sion of his testimony, the iiii|iiiry was 
adjourned until Monday next. It is eur- 
prisini;. how many have already dcmon- 
stratetl their deeire to see CJaiitain Collis- 
ter deiirived of liis position, and testilied 
to this eagerness by making apiiliciition 
tor his billet. One of the applicants, al 
least, would not be at all pleaaed if his 
naiue were announced thua early in the 
game, in this connection.

The freighting ateanier Oscar, Capt. 
Stromgren, ia back from liivera Inlet 
where she haa been tendering on E. A. 
Wadham's new cannery. On her way 
to Victoria the steamer pasaed the Willa- 
mette bound for Skagway Bay, and the 
tug Fearless with two bargea in tow 
heading for the same direction. The 
barges were loaded with hay nnd on the 
top of that again several small tents had 
been erected, the sight being an in- 
teresting aud unique one. Next she 
met the Eliza Anderson at Union, 
and she like the others carried 
a big crowd of pasaengers going to Klon- 
dyke. Their route waa dillerent to 
that of those on the other steamers, in- 
asmuch aa it was via St. Michaels. The 
aalmon reports brought from the Inlet 
by tho ( lacar compare with others which 
have been received about the shortage 
of the pack, the total being considerabl v 
less than 40,000 cases, and the average 
being between 7,000 and 8,000 casea.

Vancouver, Aug. 13.— Thonaands of 

Vancouver citizens to-night viewed with 
the greatest interest and curiosity a 
mysterious luminous body believed to be 
that which has been seen in many parts 
of Britiah Columbia during the past 
month. At nine o'clock it was 
travelling with tremendoua rapidity in 
the same direction aa the earth, and at s 
speed which would circle the globe in 24 
hours. It is low down in tho horizon, 
just skimming the mountain tops in 
tho southern eky. It ia travelling 
with slightly rising and falling motion. 
It is extremely brilliant, red in the cen- 
tre and surrounded by a luminous di- 
aphanous miat. As seen to-night it 
would appear to belong to the atellAr 
syateni, perhaps a mighty meteor ran- 
niiiL' amuck, a strayed star erratically 
jolting across the heavens. It is strange 
that the observatories have reported 
nothing of the mysterious akylarking of 
this nondescript luminosity. 

Before to-night this stranger had been 
seen by many Vancouver folk, including 
Reeve Schou, who was on the ateamer 
Rithet on Monday last, and one of tl»e 
many passengera who watched the object 
for hours. Mr. Schou gives the most 
exact description yet published. It 
moved parallel to £he sea far below the 
star line. It looked like a very bright 
red star surrounded by a luminous halo, 
cigar-shaped. It travelled slowly, as 
appeared from that distance, and occa- 
sionally there seemed to drop from tbe 
bright red star a shower of sparks like 
the spluttering of an arc Hght. 



Rossi.A.sD, Aug. 12. — A luminous ball 
of lire that glowed amidst a halo of 
variegated colors, hovered over Eoesland 
for a time last evening and was seen by 
several well known citizens, among 
whom were,; Major Cooper, J, Wllaon, 
Magistrate ' Jordan, Andy Bevabed^ 
Alderman Fraser, Inspector Barr ami 
others. When first observed it was hall 
down on the horizon, but approachett 
with the swiftness of light, and after 
hovering about for over a quarter of an 
hour poiacdin mid air, surrounding itself 
the while with I'.asheB of colors, it 
streaked off in a southerly direction and 
soon faded from sight. At first it was 
supposed to l3e a shooting star, but aa it 
ajiproached nearer it gleamed like agreat 
ball of fire and poised itself directly 
above Red mountain. Although the 
moon shone quite brightly it did not 
eeem to dull the lustre of the stranger. 
Those who were watching saw a weird 
sight. Little particles of fire seemed to 
shoot out from the main ball and then a 
flash Of red followed. It looked for all 
the world like a lighthouse with a re- 
volving flashlight of colors. No doubt if 
it had been dark enough the thing 
could have been observed more closely, 
but aa it was, it waa a sight never to be 
forgotten, After showing its respects to 
liossland, the wonder made several wide 
circlea, like a bird undecided what 
course to pursue, and then struck an air 
line, and passed rajiidly away towards 
the south.

THR SPANISH BODT. 

Cuban Rebels Appear to Have Overawed 
the Troops— Weyler Declines to Be 
Drawn Into Battle. 

Havana, Aug. 12.— The largest battle 
that has taken place in several inonthB 
was the one fought at Aguacate. It 

known that the battle was the result of 
an attempt to capture General Weyler or 
kill him. The captain-general had made 
preparation to return on horseback from 
Matanzas to Havana. Along the road 
he bad posted three columnB of Spanish 
Boldiers. General OaBtillo learned of his 
plana, and gathered a force of fully 1,500 
rebels. This force he hurled agiiinst the 
Spanish lines near Aguacate, where Gen 
eral Weyler was supposed to be. C-ienera 
Castillo comninnded the insurgents in 
person, and the Spanish were under 
General Militata. The Colonel is re- 
ported dead, but later reports are to the 
ull'ect that both Colonel Aldea and Gen- 
eral Molina were wounded. 

The battle began about 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and continued until night 
set in. The Spanish were ranged along 
the open road, and therebela approached 
them from the rear, coming from the 
hills. A body of cavalry was stationed 
about a quarter of a mile down the road 
to cut off Weyler if he should be there 
and attempt to seek safety. The details 
of the actual lighting are meagre, but 
many reliable persons who passed near 
the place, wliich ia near the railroad 
station, state that from the carriage win- 
dows they could see many dead soldiers 
along the road. The rebels used rapid 
firing guns. When darkness came the 
Spaniards retired, to return next morn- 
ing with heavy reinforcements, hut the 
insurgents only opened tire for about 
iialf an hour and then disappeared. They 
divided into ainall bands, and subaetiuent 
pursuit was futile. 

Information has also been received of 
the bii; fight near Sagua la ( Irande. It 
is said the town was attacked, and that 
a portion of it was burned, but this has 
not been verified. Correspondence from 
the field, however, proves that there has 
been a battle there, General Gomez in 
person, it is said, directing the insurgent 
operations. 

After the fight at Aguacate (.Jeneral 
Weyler fell back ujion Uuanabacoa, juat 
acro.ss the bay frnm Havana. The rebel 
chiefs, Colonel Arnagiiran and (ieneral 
Rodriguez, were in the district, and Gen- 
eral WCyler exjiected a raiil. 

Cieneral Weyler arrived at (iuanaba- 
coa with -1 (HUl men. l'"ive miles from 
(iuanaljacoa (.ieneral Weyler was attack- 
ed by a rebel fonx' under General Rod- 
riguez, (ieneral Rodriguez's phiii was 
to force General Weyler to give fight and 
pursue him into the hills, where the cap- 
tain-general stood a good chance of being 
either killed or captured. The rebels 
fired several volleys from the hills along 
the roadside, killing seventeen and 
wounding a lariie niiiii her of the Spanish ; 
but General Weyler refused to give fight, 
and kept on his nuiruh to Guanabacoa, 
driving .'JOO head of cattle that he had 
coUeeteil along the line. Cieneral Rod- 
riguez followed in Weyler's rear to with- 
in sight of the town.

To-day and to-morrow two large 

Bteamers, the Bristol and the Islander, 
set sail from here for Skagway, the sea- 
port of the White Pass route to the 
ujiper Yukon — with between four and 
six hundred eager fortune-seekers, two- 
thirds as many horseB, and Bupplies 
BufBcientto maintain a regiment through 
a twelve months' siego. And this in 
spite of the reiterated advice of those 
who have gone before, not to attempt 
the overland passage until spring. 

There are now upwards of two thous- 
and men blockaded between Dyea or 
Skagway and Tagieh lake, the 
majority accepting philosophically tbe 
fact that they must camp there until 
spring ; the fortunate few who have sure- 
footed pack horses pushing on over the 
washed-out mountain trail, while a large 
percentage are ofrering their outfits at a 
song and preparing to return empty- 
handed to the honies they ho lately left. 

The outgoing crowds to-day and to- 
morrow are from every part of the globe, 
one large party from New England, an- 
other from Minnesota, a third from New 
York and Pennsylvania, and still another 
little group from the far away island of 
Corsica, 

Thev are only guided by the advice of 
those before them on the rush to this 
extent— that they are one and all taking 
their pack horses with them, and suffi- 
cient fooder to keep the beasts alive un- 
til TagiBh lake is reached. Those who 
depend on Indian packers find that these 
natives have now enough work ahead to 
keep them constantly employed until 
two years hence ; while those who took 
pack horses with them by the earlier 
boats, counting upon the forage by the 
way, only learneil when it was too late 
that grasses along the mountain trail are 
this vear an unknown ([uantity. 

-Ml the hay and oats that can be got 
aboard the boats now leaving will be for- 
warded to save the famishing animals by 
the Brackman-Ker Company. Special 
steamers are also being engaged for the 
sole purpose of transporting fodder, 
while Victoria and Seattle business 
houses are opening branches at Dyea, 
Skagway and the Pass for dealing in 
such stores. The packing of goods to 
the head of Yukon navigation oilers a 
means of money making second only to 
the diggings themselves, and accordingly 
the Victoria Transfer Co. have already a 
pack train of 36 animals at work, while 
a second Victorian company under the 
management of Mr. John Grant sends 54 
horses, mules and oxen to Skagway by 
the Bristol, with the object of handling 
freight between that point and Tatoosch 
lake. 

Their first contract ia for the taking in 
of 75 tons of supplies for the mounted 
police, and ^s the packing charge is 20 
cents a pound, a nice little item of ^.SO,0U0 
is already iu sight. The police sre under 
orders to travel light and report for duty 
at their several stations at the earliest 
possible moment, so that the handling 
of their supplies affords an admirable 
opportunity for private enterprise. The 
company to whom this transportation 
contract has been given will also open 
posts at Skagway and Telegraph Creek, 
the latter point promising to be the key 
to the business in the spring, when 
the Stickeen-ieelin lake route will 
un(|ue8tionab!y command a large por- 
tion of the great rush. Canadians 
feel keenly the efforts of the American 
citiw? of the Northwest coast to secure a 
cancellation of the bonding privileges 
through their narrow strip of territory 
between Skagway and the coast — these 
efforts being in the nature of a protest 
against the collection of the ordinary 
customs duties on foreign goods enterin 
this part of the Dominion — and will lose 
no time in making themselves independ- 
ent of the American courtesy by perfect- 
ing the all-Canadian route. 

By spring it will be the best packing 
route of all, according to the reports of 
those who have been over both roads. 

Of those who are already on their way 
to the mines, M. J. Cnnlin, ex-sanitary 
inspector of this city, writes to his wife 
as lollowH : 

"liven on the trip to Iiyea by the Is- 
lander the trouble for the poor pack 
horses commenced. Some of the goUl- 
seekers had not taken eiiougli feed to 
carry their stock thniiigli the trij), and 
commenced helping lliein.selvea from the 
stores of their more provident neighbors. 
A meeting was held and S a.m. and o 
p.m. named as the hours for feeding. 
'Take fodder at any other time at your 
))eri!,' concluded the notice adopted and 
duly posted; and so ended our lirat ex- 
exporience of miners' committee rule. 

" Two-thirds of the people who have 
come north in the rush," the letter pro- 
ceeds, " are an honest, sturdy, industri- 
ous lot, who mean to work for whatever 
fortune has in store for them ; the other 
third are a wortlilees lot who never 
workeii and never will — gamblers and 
saloon loafers for the moat pan, w^io 
count upon fleecing the miners. 

" The .Vniericana were wild about pay- 
rig duty on their outfits when the Can- 
idian line was reached, but the customs' 
olliciala were firm and there was no way 
round it. 

"We in oar own party have excellent 
prospects of getting across the pass, 
aving our own pack horses and plenty 
f feed for beast as well as man. We 
shall make for the Stewart river coun- 
try, selling our stock as soon as we have 
no longer any use for it. We have al- 
ready been offered as much as $100 a 
head for our horses when we have got 
through with them." 

In another letter from the same cor- 
respondent it is sad that " it is utter 
foolislineBB for anybody to go up this 
fall, as their chances of getting through 
are leesened every day. Many of the 
men are already discouraged, and are 
ofl'ering their outfits below cost. Oihers 
ore so keen to get across the pass that 
they are bidding fabulous prices for the 
services of the packers. I would advise 



men leaving for the North now to take 1 
nothing with them but flour, bacon and 
beans. The balance of an outfit can ba 
purchased cheap from those who are 
turning back. No lumber can be taken 
across the trail, and the men who 
brought up boats in eectioas have had to 
throw them away. AVe have sold our 
lumber, and intend whipsawing enough 
at the lake to build our boats. There is 
considerable stealing going on, and sen- 
tries have been posted in the front of 
each tent. At Chilcoot pnsa a white 
man shot an Indian for attBmptinjg to 
rob him. The case was at once reported 
to the mounted police, but aa tbey found 
it was shooting to resist a burglary, they 
held it to have been jastifisble." 

Other letters from Yukon-bound Vic- 
torians are of much the same tenor. The 
McKenzie party of fourteen, from Na- 
naimo, has secured a pack train capable 
of carrying 3,000 pounds, and expects to 
reach Tagiah lake by the end of the pre- 
sent month. The second Manitoba con- 
tingent, who spent some time at the 
Dominion hotel here, baa been equally 
lucky, and ia already on the march. A 
correspondent of a Victoria buainesa 
hoouse, who wont North by the Island- 
er, summarizes the situation in business- 
like fashion, writing from Skagway on 
the 8th of the present month, to the fol- 
lowing effect: 

" We arrived here to-day. The trail is 
in good condition over the White Pass. 
There are a great many here who can- 
not move on aecouni ol not having 
horses. No trouble with, the United 
States customs ; every thing goes through 
in bond. United States Gustoms officer 
comes with us from Mary Island — a nice 
fellow. We have to buy all the food we 
consume while on United Statea soil at 
Juneau, as we cannot break our pack- 
ages until over the line. If you lit others 
out you can put in a box or package of 
food, not in bond, that could be used by 
paying the United States duty." 

ON EOAKD THE BEISTOL. 

Preparations lor the Departure To-day of 
This the Largest of the North- 
ern Fleet. 

"Bristol will positively sail on Satur- 
day at 4 p.m." 

This was the annoucement conspicu- 
ously placarded on the shed along aide 
where freight was being slung into tbe 
big ship as rapidly as it could be bandied 
yesterday. As the time drawa near for 
her departure/ the commotion about tbe 
steamer increases, the crowds irrow 
larger, orders are given more sharply, 
and in general the scene bcconiea more 
animated. On hoard amidstall the seem- 
ing confusion, the baker and the butcher 
are busy at work in their respective 
places, and the huge joints which the 
latter handles would aiino.st make the 
man of economy apprehensive, lor the 
butcher ia not only evident in one 
([uarter but in half a dozen. 
Two carloads of horses came ih on the 
City of Kingston during the early morn- 
ing yesterday for transhipment on the 
Bristol. More are to arrive on the same 
vessel for the same^-purpone to-day, and 
as they come the hold of the big ship 
gradually fills up. Bv the ship's sides 
two scows are being built for the con- 
venient and comfortable landing of the 
Bristol's load. They are designed for 
shallow water and will carry passengers 
a.shore safely and dryfooted. The Vic- 
toria paseengera who are to sail on the 
Bristol are: Thomas Fandrean, Ciilberl 
Small, J. S. Elstner, J. T. Elstner, Mas- 
ter Joseph Elstner, Thos, X. Jones, Fred 
Vater, .1.
